THE TRAGIC PAST. 


Revival of an Old Case of Larceny and 
Attempted Homicide. 

Tuesday last Samuel Ronk was arraigned before 
the City Court on the double cltfarge of stealing 
two mules from Robert Waish and shooting 
Henry Kirby with intent to kill. After several 
continuances it came up again yesterday morn- 
tg. The history of this offense ts somewhat old, 
and may have passed out @ the minds of most of 
our citizens. In January, 18, Mr. Walsh missed 
two valuable mulesand subsequently got informa- 
tion that they had been stolen by Samuel Ronk, 
who then lived on Theodore Finley's place,a 
short distance from town, on the Newberg road. 
Mr. Henry Kirby tmparted this informa- 
tion to policeman Benjamin Rust, and vol- 
unteered to go with and aid him in arresting 

About dusk, Mr. Kirby, Mr. Rust, andtwo 


proposed to go tn, while the others stood 

outside. He was admitted tntothe house by Mrs. 
Finley, none of the family but herself and a lit- 
tle child five years old beingat home. Mrs. Fin- 
ley replied evasively te Mr. Kirby’s questions 
about Ronk, end be procured no information 
worth having. He returned to the party outside, 
expressed his dissatisfaction at his frst effort, 
and it was agreed that he and Mr. Rust should 
renew the effort together. They entered the 
house, and, after some words, Mr. Rust told Mrs. 
Finley that unless she revealed the whereabouts 
of Bonk he would get a search warrant and 
examine the whole premises. Just at that mo- 
ment the little child said: “O, ma, they will find 


| him, won’t they?” Mr. Kirby thereupon started 


up stairs, but on the way he saw a door leading 
imto another reom y open. He pressed 
against the door, but Ronk, who was behind it, 
closed and threw his full weight againstit. By 
continuous pushing Mr. Kirby got the door slight- 
ly open again, when Ronk put his arm through 
the aperture and shot Mr. Kirby in the right side, 
inflicting a severe and almost fatal wound. Mr. 
Bust and his two assistants then became involved 
in the melee with Ronk, during which he shot 
and killed Mr. Rust, and received a painful 
wound in his own bedy.
